Knowing  the  friendly  intereft  you 
fake  in  whatever  may  promote  the 
happinefs  and  profperfty  of  the  French 
nation,  it  is  with  pleafure  that  1  lay 
before  you  the  tranflation  of  a  letter 
which  I  have  received  fiom  his  mod 
Chnftian  Majelty,  announcing  to  the 
United  States  of  Amenca,  his  accept- 
ance of  the  conftitution  piefented  to 
him  by  his  nation. 

G.  WASHINGTON. 
Tranflation  of  a  leuer  from  the  King 

^  of  France,  of  Sept.  1 9,  1791. 
Veiy  dear,  great  friends  and  allies, 

We  make  it  our  duty  to  inform  you, 
that  we  have  accepted  the  conftitution 
which  has  been  prefented  to  us  in 'he 
name  of  rhe  nation,  and  accordfng  to 
which  France  will  be  henceforth 
governed. 

We  do  not  doubt  that  you  take  an 
intereft  in  an  event  fo  important  to 
our  kingdom  and  to  us ;  and  it  is  with 
real  pleafure  we  take  this  occafionto 
renew  to  you  alTuranees  of  the  fincere 
friendfliip  we  bear  to  you.  Where- 
upon we  piay  God  to  hare  you,  very 
dear,  great  friends  and  allies,  in  his 
juft  and  holy  keeping.    Written  at 
Paris  the  19'h  of  September,  1791. 
Your  good  friend  and  allv,

LONDON,  December  12. 
The  late  inhuman,  treacherous 
conduct  of  the  emperor  of  Moroc- 
co, in  putting  to  death  the  Spanifh 
prifoncrs,  will  it  is  hoped,  not  long 
go  uhrevenged.

ALBANY,  January  30. 

By  a  gentleman  of  information 
and  refpectabiiity  from  the  north- 
ward, we  are  informed,  that  he  fell 
in  company  with  a  perfon  near  lake 
ChampUiD,  who  had  made  his  ef« 


cape  from  Canada,  on  his  way/to 
the  Jerfeys,  the  place  of  his  nativi- 
ty ;  that  he  was  one  of  the  three  ^  er- 
fohl  taken  laft  furnmer  by  the  Indi- 
ans from  their  families;  that  he  was 
carried  to  Detroit,  where  he  was 
fold  to  a  Britilh  officer  ;  that  during 
his  continuance  there,  both  prior  & 
lubfequent  to  the  unforrunate  bat- 
tle, he  faw  continually  iupplies  of 
provifions  and  ammunition  of  ail 
kinds,  going  to  the  Indians ;  and 
that  the  Canadians  have  a  chain  of 
depofits  from  Detroit  to  the  Indian 
camp,  through  which  thefe  favages 
arefuppiied  in  ihe  moft  ample  man- 
ner ;  And  that  on  the  return  of 
the  Indians  from  their  fuccefsful 
expedition,  he  faw  a  great  many  To- 
ries, and  other  white  jnimals,  com- 
pletely difguifed  as  Indians. 

PHILADELPHIA.  February  9. 

A  veffel  arrived  at  New-York 
from  Cape-Francois  laft  ThurT- 
day,  which  place  file  left  the  fe- 
cond  of  January.  The  negroes 
were  full  purfuing  their  wont- 
ed ravages,  in  burning  and  de- 
ilroying  the  the  country.  Four 
hundred  troops  had  arrived 
from  France,  and  three  hundred 
more  were  hourly  expecled,  be- 
sides four  thouland  to  be  looked 
for  the  beginning  of  February. 
Accounts  had  been  received  at 
the  Cape  that  the  remains  of 
Port-au  -Prince  had  been  totally- 
deftroyed,  and  the  while  peo- 
ple and  mulattnes  as  much  at 
variance  as  ever,  the  latter  ha- 
ving taken  pofltflion  oc  Sr. 
Marks,  and  armed  lcveral  fmail 
Vf-dcls  to  intercept  Hupping 
bound  to  Port-au-Prince,  in 
which  they  had  been  in'  fdrne 
mcafure  fuccefsful.  Other  ac- 
counts lay,  that  twenty  thou- 
sand troops  were  daily  e^-ptcled 
from  Fiance  tocrufh  the  rebel- 
lion, and  if  poflible  fave  the  co- 
lony from  total  devaltation,

We  are  forry  to  inform  our  rea- 
ders, there  is  too  much  reafon  to  ap- 
prehend, that  ine  towns  of  Runirr% 
H  ater,  Nickajack,  Long-  JJland  villag- 
es ,  Crow  Towny  and  Lookout  Moun- 
tain of  the  Cherokees,  will  join  the 
Shavvanele  and  Creeks  in  hoftilities 
againit  the  United  States. 

The  four  firrt  of  thefe  towns  lay- 
on  the  fouth  bank  of  the  Tennefice 
and  are  the  common  crofting  places 
or  the  Creeks  and  northern  tribes 
as  they  pafs  from  one  nation  to  the 
other,  which  is  very  frequent;  and 
th'jhth  is  fuuate  on  a  creek  of  the 
lame  name,about  twelve  miles  fouth 
of  the  other,  ali  quite  detatched  from 
the  other  towns  of  the  Cher^  kees, 
being  divided  therefrom  by  the  Cha- 
tauuga  mountain. 

The  Little  Turkey^  the  principal 
chief  of  the  Cherokees,  is  fo  incenf- 
eu  at  the  conduct  of  thefe  five  towns 
that  he  has  forbid  in  pofnive  terms, 
in  a  general  talk,  add  re  (Ted  to  nil 
nation,  all  intercourfe  *nd  fociery 
with  them. 

Mr.  Hammond,  the  new  Britifli 
Conful  General  to  the  United  States 
arrved  at  New. York  in  the  laft 
packet.  His  appointment  is  of  the 
higheft  importance  to  this  country, 
as  he  has  it  in  com  mill?  on  to  con- 
clude a  treaty  of  offenfive  and  de- 
fenrive  alliance  between  England 
and  the  United  States.
